RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 2Sthe February 1955 

No. LR.100(9)/fi5.^—In the Resolution of the Government of India, Mlnist^ 
of Labour, No. LR.lOOtSeVSt, dated the 17th September, 1954, Shrl Justice Q. S. 
Rajadhyalwha was appointed as Chairman of the Bank Award Commission to 
conduct an enquiry into the effects of the Labour Appellate Tribunal’s Decision 
in the appeals against the award of the All India Industrial Tribunal (Bank 
Disputes) on the emoluments of bank employees and on the finances of banks 
with a view to seeing whether the Decision of the Appellate Tribunal, as modified 
by the Central Government, should be continued or further modified in any 
respect. As, unfortunately, Shri Rajadhyaksha died on the 9th February, 1965, 
the Government of India have appointed, in his place, Shri Justice P. B. 
Gajendragadkar, Judge, High Court of Judicature. Bombay, to conduct and 
complete the enquiry.
